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WORK  OF  SCHOOL  NURSES

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROaT  DEFECTS  AND 
DIRECTIVE  HEARING 


Forty-nine  children  were  found  at  routine  and  special  medical  examinations 
to  be  in  need  of  treatment  for  defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat.  In  addition 
69-'-  children  were  referred  for  observation. 

Special  audiometric  sessions  were  held  throughout  the  County  and  3i210 
children  were  examined  by  means  of  the  pure  tone  audiometer.  Forty-six  cases  in 
which  a; me  degree  of  deafness  was  discovered  were  referred  to  ear,  nose  and  throat 
consultants  through  the  family  doctor. 

A part  • time  tee.cher  of  the  deaf  is  employed  by  the  Authority  to  visit  hearing 
iv-pali  eu  children  in  their  homes  in  order  to  carry  out  assessment  when  necessary. 

addition,  parents  of  these  children  are  instructed  by  this  teacher  in  the 
..  •ohuicues  necessary  to  help  their  children  so  that  maximum  use  can  be  made  of  the

CHIROPODY 


in  the  Beverley  area  a chiropody  service  was  provided  for  school  children 
in  the  forr.  of  a weekly  foot  clinic  held  by  one  of  the  Authority's  full-time 
<■  b.:> opodists  co  which  some  271  children  made  560  visits  for  treatment.  The 
chiropodist’s  services  were  required  mainly  for  the  treatment  of  verrucae. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


RtC.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  available  to  school  children  over 
.■he  age  of  13  years  and  in  certain  instances  it  may  be  offered  to  children  over 
:C  reors  of  age.  It  is  also  available  to  students  at  universities  and  training 

colleges. 

Vaccination  was  offered  to  4,032  children  of  whom  3i971  (i.e.  96.2%)  accepted. 
a t'Aal  of  3»902  children  were  skin  tested  and  of  these  3,491  (i.e.  89.4$)  showed  a 
negative  result  and,  therefore,  required  vaccination.  Arrangements  were  made  as  far 
a.s  possible  for  all  children  who  had  a positive  skin  test  to  be  x-rayed  and  for  this 
by  to  be  extended  to  the  members  of  their  families.

SPEECH  THERAPY 


The  appointment  of  one  part-time  and  two  full-time  speech  therapists  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  completed  the  establishment.  The  additional  staff  enabled  a 
service  to  be  provided  in  all  areas  of  the  County  and  the  number  of  children  who 
received  treatment  is  shown  in  the  following  table. 

There  was  a noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  children  with  language 
problems  referred  for  speech  therapy,  and  treatment  of  these  cases  exceeded  the 
number  of  children  who  were  treated  for  simple  speech  defects.

PROVISION  ‘ OF  MILK  AND  MEALS 


The  number  of  children  receiving  free  school  milk  was  8838  which  was  94% 
of  those  eligible. 

The  School  Meals  Service  continued  to  expand  and  at  the  end  of  1973, 
28,842  meals  were  being  supplied  to  children,  a percentage  of  67.78  compared 
with  64.50  at  the  end  of  1972. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL 
DENTAL  OFFICER 


This  is  a year  in  which  the  Dental  Service  maintained  its  position.  The  staff, 
despite  the  uncertainties  of  the  future  reorganisation  of  the  Health  Service,  have 
carried  out  a fair  amount  of  work.  The  Health  Centre  in  Beverley  was  due  to  be  in 
operation  in  the  early  part  of  197^,  but  delay  was  experienced  with  the  Bridlington 
Health  Centre  and  commencement  of  building  was  not  likely  until  197^ • A visit  from 
Mr.  Potter  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Science  proved  to  be  of  value.  It  may 
be  appropriate  to  add  that  the  dental  problems  raised  at  these  meetings  with 
Mr.  Potter  have  invariably  been  clarified  with  resulting  benefit  to  the  service* 

Dental  Health 

While  visits  to  primary  schools  remain  part  of  the  yearly  programme,  more  time 
was  spent  by  the  Hygienist  on  practical  work.  This  work  was  aimed  at  the  prevention 
of  caries  and  involved  the  topical  application  of  fluoride.  A new  technique 
involving  a fissure  sealant  has  been  introduced  and  has  been  in  regular  use.  The 
sealant  protects  the  biting  surfaces  of  the  teeth  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  benefits 
to  be  obtained  from  this  method  of  prevention  will  be  apparent. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 

Compared  with  the  returns  for  1972,  the  number  of  pupils  inspected  dropped  from 
39,3^3  to  3^,085  with  a corresponding  drop  in  the  numbers  requiring  treatment.  The 
percentage  number  of  those  requiring  treatment  remained  very  similar. 

A slight  reduction  in  the  number  Of  sessions  worked  because  of  staff  changes  has 
brought  about  a drop  in  the  figures  for  the  various  items  of  treatment.  The  number 
of  fillings  has  fallen  but  the  number  of  extractions  has  remained  the  same.  Under 
these  conditions,  it  is  unfortunate  that  a corresponding  drop  in  the  number  of 
extractions  was  not  recorded.  It  is  sad  to  find  an  increase  of  112  emergency  patients 
A similar  number  of  orthodontic  cases  was  undertaken  but  11  fewer  crowns  were  placed 
in  position.  The  Dental  Officers  administered  an  additional  21  general 
anaesthetics.  It  is  interesting  to  find  that  despite  the  drop  In  the  number  of 
children  inspected,  approximately  750  more  children  completed  a course  of  treatment. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  to  be  prepared  under  the  aegis  of  the  local  authority, 
a resume  of  developments  during  my  ten  years  of  office  may  be  of  interest. 

Two  clinics  have  been  added  to  the  original  four  and  all  have  been  modernly 
equipped.  Two  Health  Centres  have  been  completed  with  a third  due  for  opening  in 
197^«  The  number  of  mobile  dental  clinics  has  been  increased  to  seven  and  a more 
thorough  coverage  for  dental  treatment  has,  therefore,  been  achieved.  A well  staffed 
service  has  resulted  in  all  school  children  being  regularly  inspected  and.  any 
necessary  treatment  carried  out. 

The  Dental  Health  Education  programme  has  become  established  and  recognised  by 
head  teachers  as  making  a notable  contribution  to  the  dental  health  of  children.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  deterioration  in  this  aspect  of  the  dental 
service  under  the  reorganisation  proposals  but  that  a furtherance  of  the  aims  of 
prevention  will  be  envisaged. 

The  development  of  the  Service  could  not  have  been  achieved  without  the 
continuous  support  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  co-operation  from  head 
teachers  and  the  Education  Department,  the  ready  help  from  the  Surveyor's  Department 
in  conjunction  with  the  Architect's  Department  in  dealing  with  the  requirements  for 
mobile  clinics,  on  all  occasions.  At  a time  when  rewards  in  private  practice,  have 
been  high,  much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  dental  staff  for  remaining  with  the 
Service  and  producing  such  excellent  work  throughout  the  years.

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CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 


During  the  year  the  long  awaited  appointment  of  Dr.  Doughty , Consultant  Child 
Psychiatrist,  to  the  area  increased  the  number  of  psychiatric  sessions  threefold. 

The  additional  time  has  been  a great  boon  to  the  work  of  the  clinic  but,  unfortunately 
the  increased  demand  from  referrals  still  leaves  a waiting  list,  which  grows  rather 
than  diminishes. 

Miss  P.  C.  West,  a social  worker,  left  during  the  year  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  Dr.  Barnardo's.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  replace  her. 

Peripheral  clinics  have  continued  to  operate,  though  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  Hessle  Clinic,  shortly  after  its  inception,  because  of  Miss  West's  departure. 

Good  relationships  have  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  units  for  children 
and  adolescents,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  used  as  a basis  for  continuing 
co-operation  over  the  period  of  re-organisation. 

A total  of  213  cases  were  referred  for  child  guidance,  these  being  mainly  from 
medical  and  educational  sources.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-three  clinic  sessions  were 
held.  The  Educational  Psychologists  and  the  Social  Workers  also  made  5^3  visits  to 
schools  and  342  home  visits.  Of  the  213  children  referred  104  attended  the  various 
clinics  regularly  for  treatment.  One  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  were  closed,  and 
a summary  of  these  cases  is  given  below.  At  the  end  of  the  year  48  children  were 
attending  clinics  for  treatment  and  51  cases  were  on  the  waiting  list.

PHYSICAL  education 


In  the  past  year  several  new  primary  schools  were  built  and  the  standards  of 
physical  education  improved  due  to  the  provision  of  indoor  facilities.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  having  a full  complement  of  teachers.  This  has  been  especially  beneficial 
in  the  secondary  schools  where  teachers  had  to  cope  with  the  increased  number  of  pupils 
caused  by  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  Haltemprice  Sports  Centre,  the  Bridlington  U.D.C. 
Sports  Hall  and  the  Hornsea  Sports  Centre  will  help  to  widen  the  school  programme  in 
physical  education  and  will  also  provide  a long-felt  need  for  youth  clubs  and  the 
general  public. 

A new  swimming  pool  was  opened  at  Howden  School  and  this  provided  excellent 
provision  for  school,  youth  and  adult  swimming.  Late  in  the  swimming  season,  Barlby 
School  pool  was  also  opened  and  Filey  School  has  a covered  poo^,  in  the  process  of 
building.
